PEACE TREATIES

THE PEACE OF CAMERA! (THE LADIES' PEACE) 1529. 


Two Women 'Worked to Bring Peace to a War-Weary World. 


The famous Pence 
of Cambral, 


known as "The I/adlis' Peace," because 
negotiated by two women, was signed 
In 1520 at a town famous in thu nn- 
r.als of. the recent u-ar, and put an 
end to another "world war" which, 
with nn Intermission of 13 months, 
had been ravaging Europe for eight 
years and Involved all the principal 
nations of Christendom. By the end 
of 1528 it was felt that Europe was 
exhausting itself in indecisive vcar- 
fnre. The French army in the king- 
dom' of Naples was wasting ItseiC In 
inconclusive engagements. The vast 
i-mpire of Charles V felt the strain 
of the prolonged conflict and only the 
gold and silver which were beginning 
to flow in from America saverl It from 
financial collapse. On all sides there 
uas a desire for pence. 


In Jnno of 1520 peace was conclud- 


ed between the pope and the emperor 
of Barcelona and It was suggested 
that delegates be appointed to try anl1 
bring about a peace between the two 
great heads of the war, the emperor 
ncd the king of France. King Fran- 
cis appointed his mother, Louise of 
Snvoy. and the emperor appointed his 
aunt, Margaret"of Austria. It will he 
seen that the recent appointment of 
u woman as Hungarian ambassador 
to Switierland was not without prece- 
dent. 


Experienced in Political Affairs. 


The two women to whom were now 


intrusted the destinies of the civilized 
world were not without experience in 
political affairs. Louise having twice 
been regent of France and Margaret 
having been regent of the Low Coun- 
tries for her nephew. 
They were 


both about fifty years old. 
Louise, 


v;ho had been a great beauty In her 
fronts, still retained a portion of her 
pood looks. Jn character they were 
the very opposite of each other. 
Louise was notorious for her amours, 
fierce, passionate, 
unprincipled und 


brilliant. Margaret was ge.itie, retfr- 
Ing, with a character above reproach 
and a clear, strong Intellect. 


It might have been expected that 


the meeting of two such strong and 
>et opposite characters, especially of 
the feminine gender, wonld have been 


more productive of ''rows and mc- 
tions" than at a world peace. 
But 


snch was not the case. The two ladleaj 
agreed to meet at Cambral In the lat- 
ter part of June 
They hired adjoin- 


ing houses and secretly had a paa- 
snge 
constructed 
between 
them. 


There were n lot of other delegates 
and representatives of various nations 
gathered at Cambral, of course, nnd 
according to the customs of those days 
a lot of squabbling over who should 
•walk first, or ride first or call first, 
went on, together with attempts at 
sharp political tricks—all this with 
feasting- and pageants. 
The two 


ladies attended strictly to business, 
unsuspected by the others and accred- 
ited with full powers by the emperor 
and the king. 


They Signed a Treaty of Peace. 
After a month of conferring, dur- 


ing which they p.issed many times a 
day through that secret passage of 
theirs, they announetd to an aston- 
Ij-hed world on August 5 that they had 
signed n treaty of peace between 
Francis I nnd Charles V. The Italian 
princes who were vitally Interested, 
coraplained that they had not been 
consulted nnd Henry Vm swore n 
string of h:s favorite oaths that so 
little attention had been paid to him. 
But the tiling was done. The ladles 
hnd arranged the peace on the prin- 
ciple 
of 
"give 
and 
take," 
act- 


ing frankly 
and 
dealing squarely 


with each other. 
The treaty was a 


good one—though Venice was rather 
hardly used and territories disposed 
of without the consent of their rulers 
or their people—and it brought peace, 
for a few years at least, to a war- 
weary world.

PIG IRON WILL RETURN 


TO OPEN MARKET LIKE 
THAT OF FORMER TIMES 


Steel IVill be Kegnlatod More Closely 


But 3I»kers Think It is too Early 


for a Bottom level Price. 


Special to The Weekly Courier. 
NEW YORK, April 1$—T'i« Ameri- 


can llelal Market and Daily Iron & 
Steel Report will review the atecl and 
iron trades tomorrow as follows: 


Tbe ei/citement caused by '-he re- 


fusal of the director general of rail- 
roacte to approve steel prices proposed 
by the Industrial Board after reaching 
an agreement with the producers Is 
subsiding. The wordy duel .n the 
"Peek-Bines' controversy, as «ell as 
the daily newspaper comment, is dis- 
tinctly amusing. One would suppose 
that a large volume of railroad buy- 
ing was held in abeyance, whereas at 
the most the Railr-oad Administration 
has occasion to bur bat litUe, when 
the railroads still have about '500,000 
toni of rails due them on old orders, 
on a $40 basis or less, and haw also- 
many idle cars and locomotives. 


The true inwardness of the issue is 


that the Industrial Board had hopes 
that railroad buying would induce the 
general public to take hold, while the 
steel producers felt that th« function- 
ing of the Industrial Board would en- 
able them to meet and discuss prices 
and secure governmental approval of 
prices they nad agreed upon. The 
agreement of March 20 between the 
producers and the Industrial Board 
left two loose ends, representing ap- 
proval of the Department of Justice 
and concurrence of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration. 


The iron and steel -market .will now 


return, in essential features, to the 
character that obtained before the 
war. There will be an open market 
in pig iron as there has been from 
Urns immemorial, and there wiH be a 
controiled market in steel dictated fcy 
the unwillingness ot steel producers 
to cut prices for the limited reward 
such a course would give. At inter- 
vals, regular or Irxegular, price de- 
clines -will occur, fresh stantSs being 
made upon each reduced price, just 
as was the case, for Instance, in 1911. 
The steel producers do not feel tiat 
(he time is yet rips for seeking a. bot- 
•oom price level on which to build, and 
with the overhead necessarily exces- 
sive through light operation the dis- 
position will be to maintain prices on 
tie limited demand existing.
